The world was his as naturally as though it had been made for 
him, A genius which he wore as comfortably as an old coat entitled 
him to everything that money could have bought, and the whole 
human family unconsciously accepted him as a next-door neighbor, 
a near of kin, whose whimsical words of wisdom and reproof were 
accepted at every fireside as coming from a close associate who 


spoke with the license that is accorded the worldly-wise old uncle 


at the family circle.

and growing faster after his death until now we find nations like 
England and cities ike Edmonton accepting without question the 
axioms for which George in the early days was treated as a parah 
or regarded as a crank. George was a front rank man because he 
could not help being. He was born that way.

To him there 
are no boundary lines. He is firm in the belief that the greatest 
injury that is being done to the human race today is through the 
system of monopoly in land, and he goes about from quarter to 
quarter of the globe, spending his money with prodigality in the ex- 
tension of the propaganda with which he is enamored. One day it 
is before the millionaires of the commercial club that we hear of 
him, telling the trust magnates that their millions were made—as 
he believes his own to have been—by legalized robbery, and that 
the world would be better if they were stripped of their privileges 
and put to work. A few days later we read of him before the unem- 
ployment convention in Paris, or before some great prison congress, 
catch a glimpse of him in Vienna or Berlin and an echo of him in 
Montreal or San Francisco. But it is in the centre of the cyclone 
that marks the contest of a big issue that Fels looms large. When 
the smoke and noise of the British elections had cleared away, Fels 
was seen standing out as one of the great figures of the campaign— 
a man who was prominent not because he sought any office or held 
rank with any organization, but simply because his personality did 
not permit him to be anything else.

DYNASTY DEAD 


George Ciunies Ross, South Sea 
Island Despot, Stricken 
in England 


London, Jan. 7.—There recently 
died on the isie ct Wigh. George > Clu 
nies Koss, wiuely know as “Ning of 
the Cocus Isiands.” His personal es- 
tate had a net value of £208,000. ‘This 
is exclusive of his properties in tne 
Cocos group, and in’Ins will dated 
February .15, 1906, provate of which 
has just been granted, he makes no 
disposition of his interests 1 nthose is- 
lands, 

All his real and personal estate. in 
Great Britain or recoverable there, or 
neid by agents there, exclusive of his 
ships, boats, plant and rolling stock 
used an connection with his Cocos 
Islands business, he left for distribu 
tion equally between his wife and his 
children, John, Wilfred,  ldwin, 
George, Adelaide, Mildrid, Florence, 
Mabel Kempthorne, and Gertrude 
Blom. 

The connection of the Ress family 
with these remote islands, which are 
under British protection and are situ- 
ated about 700 miles from Java, forms 
a romance of adventure which might 
have been taken from a chapter by 
Stevenson, It was in the Cocos Is- 
lands that Darwin studied the forma- 
tion of the coral reefs, and at the time

George Clunies Rese was a man pre- 
eminent in courage, capacity and ten- 
derness, and his island home, of which 
he was the proprietor as well as the 
chief, is a veritable Utopia. Coined 
money is unknown there, for parcn- 
ment notes of George Ross are the 
sole medium of exchange; crime hard- 
ly exists, and, without police or mili- 
tary perfect order prevails. 
Benevolent Despot 
Mr. Ross was the most benewlent 
of despots, with the power of life and 
death over 600 or 700 subjects. His 
domain was an enchanted land, where 
the rats climb trees and nibble the 
cocoanuts, where the giant land crab 
scuttles to and from brandishing claws 
of such formidable character that at 
can “nip through wire netting as eas- 
ily as a man with cutting pliers, can 
tear up tin with ease, and break with 
its pinchers the wooden bars of a cage 
that would serve to imprison a large 
wild animai. 
As to the rats—thereby hangs a 
story. Until a few years ago not a 
rat was seen in Cocos, But a ship 
was wrecked off the islands and the 
rats swam ashore. The increased at 
such a rate that they became a nuis- 
ance and caused tremendous loss by 
spoiling the buds of the cocoanut, 
which ‘are exceedingly tender and are 
spoiled immediately anything touches 
them. 
The king of the Cocos Islands there- 
fore, endeavored to exterminate the 
rodents, and at last imported cats. But 
the cats did not do their work at all. 
The trouble of catching the rats was 
apparently too much for them, and 
finding a delicious shellfish on the 
shores which they liked much better, 
they within a short time became large 
and wild, and, in fact, a tremendous 
nuisance, so much so that now the 
islanders have not only the trouble of 
rats but also of cats. 
One of the most interesting facts 
about the Cocos Islands is that at 
their highest pomt they are only eight 
feet above sea level. The principal is- 
land, taking its name from its propric- |! 
tors, is known as Ross Island, and 
contains Malay villages. The water 
surorunding the islands abounds in 
sharks, six to twelve feet in length. 
The principal export of the islands is 
copra, the dried kernel of the cocoa- 
nut, and it is from this product that 
the Ross family have ammassed great 
wealth, 
Mother a Malay 
As a young man George Clunics 
Ross studied engineering at Glasgow, 
returning to the islands in 1864. He 
had a Jarge family, of whom several 
sons and daughters were at his bed- 
side when he died. Mr. Ross’ grand- 
mother, was an English woman, and 
bis mother was a Malay. He him- 
self married an Eurasian. There are 
no white women in the islands. John 
Sidney Clunies Ross, who has. suc- 
ceeded his father as king of the Keel- 
ing Cocos Istands, in the South Indian 
Ocean, is not perturbed by the state-
